Hampshire, qualified to vote on Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said LANDAFF on Tuesday, the 8th day of 
March, polls to be open from 5 p.m. to 10 p.m. and at eight of the clock in the evening, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the 
ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


ARTICLE 3. Toseeifthe Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid for T.R.A. roads and raise and 
appropriate $412.93 for the same. The State’s share is $2,752.87. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $483.00 for the 
North Country Home Health Agency, Inc. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $414.00 for the 
White Mountain Mental Health Center. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $327.00 for the 
North Country Council. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 for the 
Lisbon Library. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to appoint a committee of three 
voters to further study the problem of building a Town garage and to include in this study the 
overall highway maintenance including the possibility of contracting general highway 
maintenance. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 toward 
the purchase of land suitable for building a town garage. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2000.00 to be 
added to the Equipment Fund. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to pay on December 31 the 
balance, if any, of the money appropriated for fires to the Volunteer Fire Department. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $409.50 to be paid 
to Ross Ambulance Service for an Ambulance Service Agreement. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to have the Town re-appraised and vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $15,000.00 for this purpose.

ARTICLE 15. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to go on record in support of immediate 
actions by the Federal Government to control and reduce acid rain which is harmful to the 
environment and economy of Landaff and to the health and welfare of the people of Landaff. These 
actions shall include: 
1. Reduce by at least half the major cause of acid rain, sulfur dioxide emissions by the 
year 1990. 


2. Conclude negotiations and adopt a treaty with the government of Canada that will 
commit both nations to this same goal. 


The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the New Hampshire Congressional 
Delegation and to the President of the United States. 


ARTICLE 16. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 


Given under our hands and seal, this 9th day of February in this year of our Lord nineteen hundred 
and eighty-three.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest fire prevention, our business, your business, good business. This slogan has been the 
motto of the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Fire Service since 1909 when 
the first forest fire laws were passed by the Legislature. 


These laws set in place a cooperative forest fire protection program of State and local forest fire 
personnel that has, in the past 75 years, established New Hampshire as a leader in forest fire 
prevention and control. Our annual acreage loss to forest fires of one-half acre per fire is the best in 
the nation. This fire record has come about through the cooperative efforts of our state/town forest 
fire protection program. The state provides detection of fires, training for local forest fire 
wardens, low cost forest fire suppression equipment to local fire departments, and technical 
advice at the fire ground. Local governments provide the volunteer fire fighters who are appointed 
as wardens and deputy wardens and who respond quickly to suppress reported forest fires. 


This program has resulted in a steady decline in annual acres lost to forest fires since 1910 when 
the average fire burned 33 acres compared to the modern day loss of one-half acre per fire. 


Only by the continued cooperation of the state/towns and our entire citizenry can this record be 
maintained.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board met nine times during 1982. In March the Selectmen appointed two 
alternates to the Board: Mrs. Lewis Marden and Harry Hodge.In March, also, Charles Larcomb 
presented his resignation to the Board. Donna Larcomb was appointed in his place. Work 
proceeded with updating the Subdivision Regulations to conform to current regulations. After a 
Public Hearing in June they were adopted and filed with the Registrar of Deeds. Three 
subdivisions were approved in 1982 and one is pending. Mrs. Currier appointed Raymond Lobdell 
and Eugene Twaronite to a committee to study and map Landaff’s wetlands. In 1983 work will 
proceed with the Master Plan

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TOWN GARAGE COMMITTEE 
Site Requirements: 


1. Minimum of 2 acres of land suited for building garage, storage of equipment, supplies 
and the sand pile. 


2. Location for access to town roads. 

3. Near populated area to avoid vandalism. 

4. Must have available electricity. 

5. Must have suitable drainage for surface water and sewage. 
6. Need minimum amount of fill. 


The Committee has found several suitable sites ranging in cost from $200 to $7,500. 


Optimum Building Requirement: 
1. 50’ to 60’ clear span construction. 
2. Doors - two 14’ x 16’ overheads and two pass doors. 
3. Insulation - 6” overhead, 4” walls. 
4. Types of construction - metal, wood, conventional or wood pole. 


Estimates for bare building without wiring, plumbing or chimney $25,000 to $35,000. 


Committee Recommendation: 


The Committee realizes the advantage of a town garage. Considering the expense, we 
recommend that, if approved, it be a step by step process over a period of years. The first step 
would be the purchase of a site. 


We have submitted an article in this warrant to raise $1,000 toward the purchase of a suitable 
site. 


We also recommend another committee be appointed to study alternate ways to maintain our 
town roads.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


In our continued effort to communicate more directly with the taxpaying citizens of Grafton 
County, we take this opportunity to reach you through your annual town/city report. 


Budgeting becomes more complex each year due to variables and unfunded state mandates. 
Until authority accompanies funding, our local governments will have little control over 
spiralling taxes. Counties encounter funding problems similar to towns/cities. We are continually 
absorbing more costs of state/federal programs. This year local governments picked up a 25% 
increase in their share of the OAA/APTD/ICF grants. Child placement costs are increasing 
dramatically with the private foster homes rapidly being replaced by more expensive group 
homes, some costing $25,000 to $40,000 per year compared to private home rates of $2,400 to $3,600 
per year. 


Our new sewage system, tied in with Woodsville Precinct’s treatment plant, was complete and 
operational in February 1982. 


Many dollars are being saved in energy accounts through conservation measures. Fuel costs 
were reduced by 20% and electric costs by 8% in fiscal year ending June 30, 1982, saving $41,800. 


Finishing the second superior courtroom will cost approximately $169,500. Bonding is 
approved and the project should be completed this spring. 


The Jail & House of Correction had another busy year. Average census was 38. We continue to 
get inmates with mental or emotional problems requiring additional staff and medical treatment 
and higher medication costs. No change is foreseen in the admission pattern due to the continuing 
discharge policy of NH State Hospital. Pending legislation requiring more severe sentencing for 
some crimes will increase duration of stay and census, proportionately increasing the burden on 
correctional staff. 


The County Farm is a productive asset to the County through participation in Extension and 
Conservation Service programs and by creating meaningful work for House of Correction 
inmates. Volume of milk remains constant although the revenue dropped slightly due to decrease 
in federal parity. Quality of the Holstein herd is excellent. Revenue from livestock sales grossed 
$25,092 last fiscal year, and produce grossed $40,016 for the Farm. 


The Commissioners meet Mondays at 9:30 a.m. at the Courthouse, 1:30 p.m. at the Nursing 
Home. Meetings are open to the public.

1982 SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 


The school health program was carried out as usual. Physical 
examinations were given by Dr. McGregor, the school doctor. Parents 
were notified of any problems found. 


Audio and visual screenings were done on all students by me and 
notices of any problems were sent to parents. All students were weighed 
and measured. 


The fluoride rinse program is continuing in Landaff. This is a 
three-year program sponsored by the State Department of Dental Health. 
The students brush and floss every day and use fluoride rinse once a 
week, 


The preschool vision and hearing clinic was held in October. Early 
detection of hearing and visual problems is essential for learning. 
Several children have been seen at the State-sponsored clinics: cardiac, 
and pediatric diagnostic. 


I have attended several school nurse workshops and meetings related 
to school health problems.
